Description 

WMATA personnel under the protection of a WMATA RWIC, performed required 
weekly Interlocking inspections for compliance; in accordance with WMATA 
ATC—3000 Interlocking Inspections. 
RWIC informed all personnel that work being performed would take place on the 
ROW, within the interlocking, using ATP, via Local Control, and AMF. Walking and 
observing for defects on tracks #1 & #2 to include the Turnout/Crossover. 
Other work groups performing maintenance in the area simultaneously; Track 
Department, who performed inspection too. 
Test Location: N02, Tyson’s Corner (W end of platform). CM 695+53 to 689+84, 
1943 Chain Bridge Road, McLean, VA 22102. Permission requested and granted 
by ROCC for local control the inspection pursued at approximately 1100 hours.  
Notable Observations: 

1. Water drainage grate clogged near Switch 1B. 
- Supervisor notifying Track Department to unclog 
- ATC 1000 - Area must free of debris, and properly drained 

2. Excessive amount of trash throughout interlocking 
-Trash removal is part of the inspection 
-ATC 1000 - Area is free of debris, and properly drained
